DEATH HAS COME 
TO CECIL RnOUES 


The Man Who Dreamed of 
Empire in Africa. 


THE BOERS ARCH ENEMY 


AT HIS DOOR THEY LAY THE 
BLAME FOR THE WAR. 


His Health Had Been Gradually Fail- 
ing Since the Siege of Kimberly 
—End Came at Cape 
Town. 


CAPETOWN, March 2%.—Cecil Rhodes is 
Gead. He suffered no pain. 

Rhodes’ health has steadily declined tn 
the past year. In fact, he has not enjoyed 
his customary health since the early days 
of the Transvaal war, when he was be- 
riegwed with the British forces and the civil- 
fans at Kimberley. The mental strain which 
he endured at that time was enormous, for 
it was generally believed that if the Boers 
captured Kimberley their first act would be 
to put to deaih the man whom they blame 
for all the troubles that had befallen their 
little republic. 

His death at this time gives a suggestion 
of tragic futility to -his superbly pictur- 
esque career that the man responsible for 
the struggle between British and Boers 
should drop out of the game while his 
countrymen are still “paying the price that 
Staggers humanity; while Kruger, his 


arch-enemy, is still alive, and while the 
conquest and amalgamation of South Af- 
rica are still only a possibility. 


His Name Will 
Live With Africa. 

Nevertheless Rhodes has won 
enough to survive him for centuries. 
yet fifty. years old, he has achieved what 
few men have imagination even to dream 
of. Of limited nominal authority, he has 
had the actual power of an emperor. A 


“self-made"’ monarch, he has for years 
consulted with actual sovereigns on terms 
of admitted equality. 

With no early advantages of wealth, 
influence or prestige, yet with a  price- 
less capital of strength, imagination, dar- 
ing and none too delicate scruples, this man 
has become a mililonaire countless times 
over, a dreamer of colossal enterprises, an 
unforgettable example of success because 
he has perhaps been the one man who has 
most perfectly exemplified the spirit. of his 
age. 

To color the map of Africa red—that t« 
to sany—to make it British, to wrest millions 
here and millions there and to buy and sell 
continents with the dazzling total: to con- 
trol the destinics of a dozen races—these 
have been the ambitions of this very mod- 
ern t‘aesar, this Briton who is more Amer.- 
can than the Americans.

How He Began 
in Life. 

Rhodes began to be an tndividual verv 
early in life. Stelidly tntolerant of author- 
ity. he amazed his mother and his nurse by 
doing exactiy as he pleased and submitting 
A® a matter of course to whatever penalty 
might follow. After awhile they gave up 
guestioning the young autocrat. At the 


age when the ordinary child is weaving 
Straws in the kindergarten, Rhodes was in 
his jittle way a sovereign. 

Later on the demestic imperialist rew 
sickly. And just as he had entered Oriel 
College, Oxford. it was decided that he was 
too ill to rcmatin in England any longer, 
and was accordingly shipped to join an eld- 
er brother, Herbert, n Natal. The So:uth 
African climate cured the boy's lung trou- 
bie, and at the same time his career began 
to shape itself. He had been intended for 
the church and was indeed already a stu- 
dent of divinity. But a look at his brother 
Herbert's cotton fields decided him. He 
would be a cotton planter. 

One of the most remarkable things about 
Cecil Rhodes is that he has always known 
exactiy what he wanted to do. And though 
he was greatly taken with the idea of be- 
coming a cotton merchant, he knew at the 
fame time that he wanted to finish his 
course at Oxford. So for a few years he al- 
_ternated between the two, recuperating 
from his application to his books with long 
Vacations devoted to the exciting pursuits 
that had already taken such hold on his 
imagination, for the cotton trade had a}- 
Teady been supplemented with a dash at 
Giamond digging. After a while he gave up 
cotton altogether. The wonders of the Kim- 
berly mines were dawning. Rhodes began 
to dream of millions. 


Dream of 
Political Eminence. 

Possibly this remarkable young man had 
dreamed of political eminence from the be- 
Binning. Perhaps the sense of power that 
millions give first inspired him with this 
ambition. At all events, it was when en- 
gaged in the Kimberley-De Beers consoli- 

ation enterprise that Rhodes first revealed 
his political ambition. In 188 he said one 
day. laying his hand upon a map of Africa 
Oo as to cover the entire portion from the 
Cape to the Zambesi, ‘‘all this must belong 
to England. That is my dream."’ 

Henceforth dlamonds were the means, not 
the end. Fast on his way to becoming one 
. Of the few richest men in the world, Rhodes 
Was neither miser nor spendthrift, nor in- 
deed pre-eminenmly a financier. Millions 
brought power. And Rhodes began to see 
that power was his rightful inheritance. 

With that carge prophetic point of view 
which no small man ever attains, Cecil 
Rhodes saw that South Africa must some 
day take its place among the nations of the 
world. But this could be achieved only by 
welding together the political and racial 
fragments of which it was composed. 


Rhodes’ Plan 
of Federation. 

A federation of South African states. 
modeled on the United States of America. 
seemed to Rhodes the desirable political 
_ future of the country. But it was a future 
he had no intention of leaving to chance. 


This glorious federation must be England's 
every inch of this incoherent, unrelated 
massa of semi-civilization must be Hritish. 
To make it such has been Cecil Rhodes’ life 
work. That he died with it unfipished, of 
course, does not affect the real sublimity of 
the undertaking.

Judge Douglas at 10:05 Wednesday direct- 
ed the jury in the Meysenburg bribery case 
to retire until the arguments of counsel | 
were concluded. 

The defendant and Morton Jourdan, one 
of his attorneys, were in. court a quarter 
of an hour before 10 o'clock and ergaged 
in consultation. The other attorneys for 
the defense, Messrs. Lehmann and Krum, 
were on hand when court opened. Circuit 
Attorney Folk and his assistants, Messrs. 
Bishop and Maroney, were also present. 

There were comparatively few spectators, 
the uninviting weather keeping the usual 
throng away. Among the well-known per- 
scons who listened to the proceedings were 
Gov. E. O. Stanard and President W. H. 
Thompson of the Bank of Commerce. 

Judge Douglas, having announced at the 
close of Tuesday's session that he would 
hear further arguments on the defense’s 
demurrer to the sufficiency of the state's 
evidence, Assistant C'rcuit Attorney C. Or- 
rick Bishop began the argument for the 
state as to why the demurrer should be 
overrulcd. 

With careful attention to detail, Mr. Bish- 
op recited the history of the transaction on 
which the indictment of Meysenberg is 
based. He review®t the relative circum- 
stances antecedent and subsequent to the 
delivery by Philip Stock of the $9000 check 
to Meysenberg, which were brought out in 
evidence Tuesday by Messrs. Stock, Hospes, 
Tiodges, Nolker and Wiggins.. 


STOCK SOUGHT GOOD 
WILL OF MEYSENBURG. 


The burden of Mr. Bishop's argument was 
that in handing Meysenbure the check, 
Stock did so for the sole purpose of secur- 
ing the good will of Meysenburg, then a 
member of the Council railroad committee, 
towards the Suburban Railway Dill. 

He referred to the testimony of W. F. 
Nolker Tuesday that the stock of the St. 
Louls Electrical Construction Co. was 
practically valueless and declared that both 
Stock and Meysenburg knew this to be a 
fact when the transaction was made. 

Mr. Bishop then branched off into legal 
technicalities in answer to the contentions 
of Messrs. Lehmenn and Krum thet the 
state had failed ta prove the existence of 
the ‘“‘express agreement” alleged in the in- 
dictment to have been entered into by 
Stock and Meysenburg. 

Circuit Attorney Folk then continued the 
argument on the terms “express agree- 
ment’ and “‘express contract.” 

He cited legal authorities to show that 
the law regards any agreement as an ex- 
press agreement. Such an agreement, he 
said. can be established by writing, words 
or conduct. 

“In this case,’’ said Circuit Attorney 


Folk, “‘we find the defendant saying 
that he has a claim—of what nature 
we do not know—and telling his fellow 
members of the railroad committee that 
he intends to take advantage of his op- 
portunity to collect his claim.” 


Mr. Folk then reviewed the testimony re- 
lating to Philip Stock’s visit to Meysen- 
bure'’s office. 

Ile urged that Meysenburg, knowing that 
Stock represented the Suburban company, 
and paid him the money for the purpose of 
secaring his good will as a councilman, 
enterea into ar express agreement.

When Mr. Folk concluded, Mr. Lehmann 
sald: 

‘Mr. Folk, I wish to call your attention 
to one point. The indictment charges that 
the defendant received lawful money of 
the United States, whereas the state's evi- 
dence is that he receivd a chck.”’ 

In reply Mr. Folk read to the court a 
section of the statutes to the effect that 
an error in an indictment, regarding the 
name or description of persons or things 
referred to, does not invalidate the indict- 
ment if it does not prejudice the material 
rights oc the defendant. 


FOLK’S EVIDENCE 
APPLIES TO STOCK. 


Mr. Lehmann began his argument for 
the defense with the declaration that the 
arguments advanced by Mr. Folk against 
Mr. Meysenburg would apply more directly 
to Philip Stock. 

He said that the statutes made the ac- 
tion of a person offering money to an of- 
ficial for the purpese of influencing his 
official acts bribery. But, on the other 
hand, Mr. Lehmann argued, the statute 
provisions itn reference to the official ir 
such a case were different from those re- 
ferring to the giver. He said that the 
statutes expressly provided that there 
should be a specific agreement on the part 
of the official affecting his future official 
conduct. 

Mr. Lehmann declared that Mr. Folk 
went on the assumption that an express 
agreement had been proved and had made 
dedi:ction on that assumption. As the origi- 
nal assvraption was wrong, Lehmann ar- 
gucd, therefore his deductions were not 
worthy of consideration by the court. 

Hie said that an express agreement such 
as it would be necessary to prove to sub- 
stantiate the allegation tn the indictment 
would be something to the effect that un- 
less he got $9900 Mr. Meysenburg would not 
consent to take any favorable official ac- 
tion in reference to the Suburbag, bill. He 
challenged the state to show anything in 
the record to prove any express agreement. 

Mr. Lehmann declared the indicement 
wan fatally defective because it stated that 
Meysenburg received lawful money of the 
United States from Stock, whereag the 
state's evidence showed he received a 
check. He cited authorities to show that 
an tmproper deseription in an indictment 
of “aflything legally essential to the 
charge.’ Invalidated thé agreement. 

He cited other authorities to show that 
there was a recognized legal diatinction 
between checks and money. A check, he 
said, was not money, merely a promise to 
pay money 

“The check may have been entirely 
worthless. It stands for nothing except a 
promise, and its payment could have been 
stopped at any time 

“There is no proof of any agreement. The 
prosecuting attorney depends entirely on 
inference. 

“Mr. Stock may be guilty of bribery in 
giving the check with the intent which he 
avows, but Mr. Meysenberg committed no 
crime in accepting the check without enter- 
ing Into an agreement. 


THE GIVER WAS 
GUILTY OF BRIBERY. 


“If the giver thought he could secure 
legislative favor, he was guilty of bribery, 
but on the other hand the offense is noth- 
ing more than an act of possible bad taste. 

‘The penal code does not punish viola- 
tions of the canons of good taste. It does 
not punish matty acts which are open to 
criticism. 

“Even the alleged statement of Kratz 
contains nothing showing a hope on the 
part of Stock that by pay Meysenburg 
he would cause a cessation of his opposition 
to the bill.”

“I am not metaphysician enough to dis- 
tinguish between concurrence of the mind 
and of the wil!,’’ said Mr. Lehmann. ‘The 
essential thing about an agreement is that 
it should be made with another person, aot 
with myself alone. 

‘‘Legal authorities do not go into meta- 

physics in this manner, but define an agree- 
ment as the assent of two persons to a 
proposition. 
“If I am a member of the Councll,”’ said 
Mr. Lehmann, “snd oppose a measure be- 
cause I do not like the man who introduces 
it, I may not te following a high ideal of 
conduct, but Iam not indictable for that ac- 
titude. 

“If a man showed he irtended to shoot 
me unless I gave up my money,” sald 
Judge Douglas, “I would agree and give 
him the money without getting his promise 
that he would nv* shoot me. I wopld simply 
be yielding to the situation."’ Pe: 

“To establish ar agreement \constituting 
bribery,”’ said Mr. Lehmann, “it must be 
shown that the agreement has relation to 
the subject matter before the defendant as 
an official. 

‘To give a gratuity to a man because he 
has a grievanc:s ts simply taking chances. 
It ‘s not an agieement.” 

‘The embarrassment under which the 
court labors ts due to the indictment and 
could be due to nothing else,” remarked 
Judge Krum for the defense. P 

He declared that the agreement alleged 
in the indictment not only was not made 
but could not be made. 

“If a highwayman should put a pistol to 
your honor's head," shouted Krum at Judge 
Douglas, “and declared ‘your money or 
your life!’ would that be an evidence that 
he intended to kill you?’ 

He argued that his question fllustrated 
the point that the state was trying to 
make. 

The testimory of the state's witnesses, in- 
dicated no more clearly the existence of an 
agreement between Meysenburg and Stock 
than the question of the highwayman in- 
dicated an agreement on his part to kill 
the judge. 

Krum said he had the highest respect for 
the court both a lawyer and a judge, and 
that he knew it was an impossibility for 
him to conceive a theory of law by which 


he could decide that there was an agree- 
ment.

He argued that if Mey- 
cenburg had made an agreement to fight 
the bill “until” he was paid $9000 and se- 
cured the money under such oiroumstances 
that he would have been gullty of extortion 
if anything and not guilty of bribery. Be- 
sides, Krum contended, if he had made 
such an agreement the transaction would 
have been completed when he accepted the 
$9000, and that any future official election 
would not be affected by such acceptance, 

Judge Douglas asked Krum a question he 
had previously asked Lehmann—his idea of 
an agreement. 

“Do you understand an agreement to 
mean concurrent promises?” said the court, 

“Certainly,"’ Krum replied. “It couldn't 
mean anything else.’’ 


WAS THE CHECK 
LAWFUL MONEY? 


When Judge Krum concluded the court 
said he would like to hear from the stats 
in regard to the point raised by Mr. Leh- 
mann that the check Meysenburg recefved 
was not lawful money of the United States, 
as alleged in the indictment .

Phil Stock, the first witness, admitted he 
WAS Engaged in August, 1900, as legislative 
agent “for the Suburban road, working un- 
der direct supervision of Charles H. Turner, 
president of the Suburban Company, for the 
passage of the Suburban bill. The bill was 
hung up in the railway committee of the 
Council. Stock stated that Councilman 
Charlies Kratz told him Meysenburg, metn- 
ber of the railroad committee, was hlocking 
the oill as he had a grievance against the 
Suburban Pailroad. 

“IT asked Kratz what Meysenburg's griev- 
ance was," Stock testified, “and Kratz 
stated that it was over some shares in the 
St. Louis Electrical Construction Co. This 
talk was on Jan. ll. I told Kratz we had 
bought some 0o the shares from 
Hugh Wrady for $10 a _ share, and 
he might offer this price to Mey- 
gsenburg, and to state in making the of- 
fer that the price would be paid simply to 
keep him as a friend. I saw Kratz a few 
days lator and toid him I would have te re- 
port first to Mr. Turner. Jan. 9 I told him 
to meet me at the Planters’ Saturday, Feb. 
2, and I would have the money to scttle 
with Meysenburg He was to notify Mey- 
senburg to be ready on that date.” 

The meeting occurred and the money was 
paid over, witness stated. 

Ubjection was made to the question as to 
why Kratz was employed to find out why 
the bill was held up. Lehmann heid that 
there was an allegation in the indictment 
of an ‘““expressed age agreement” between 
Btock and the defendant, and that it was 
not relevant to the proof of that contention 
to show that Kratz was also a legisiative 
agent of the Suburban Railway Co, for the 
passage of the bill. 

Mr. Folk showed witness two cortificates 
of stock in the St. Louls  Elec- 
trical Consctrucpion Co., each for 
300 shares, made out in the name 
of Emil A. Meysenburg and in- 
dorsed in blank. He identified them as the 
shares purchased from Meysenburg on Fcb. 
2, 1301. He also identified a check for $94, 
drawn Jan. 3, 1901, on the German Savings 
institution, tn favor of E. A. Meysenburg 
and Philip Stock, covering the payment for 
the 200 shares of stock. The witness had 
received this check from Cashier Hospes 
about 19 c’clock Feb. 2. He took it into the 
Plamers’ House, where Charles Kratz was 
waiting for him. Kratz telephened to Mey- 
menburg that they were coming with the 
check. They found Meysenburg in nis pri- 
Vate office. Kratz eald: 

. “Btock is here to settle for the shares."’ 
The witness then stated his conversation 
with Meysenbure. He sald: 

“I understand you say our people have 
mot treated you properly. We will pay the 
amount asked for the shares, although they 
have no value.” 

To this Meysenburg replied, epeaking to 
Kratz: ‘Charley, you know me. and you 
know I want nothing but what is fair anc 
square. I wani to be paid what I paid 
out on the shares.”" The ehares were 
already indorsed, and the witness took 
them, giving Meysenburg the check. He 
handed the witness a statement receipt of 
the amount advanced, with interest, on ac- 
count of the shares, and said:

RAILROADS ADOPT NEW TICKET. 


It Is Designed to Give Frequent Trav- 
elers an Advantage. 
CHICAGO, March 26.—An entire new form 
of ticket is soon to be placed on sale by 
the Chicago roads operating west of the 

Missouri river. 

Instead of buying local tickets with coin, 
transportation tickets will be. purchased by 
books, It is called an “exchange seript 
book,”’ and will] be the first interchangeable 
mileage book to be used in the territory 
west of El Paso and Denver. Later, it is 
expected that it will be adopted by the lines 
from the Missouri river to Denver and El 
Paso. 

The book resembles the usual mileage 
book, but the figures, instead of repre- 
senting mileage, represent money, five cents 
for every line. The purchaser pays $90 and 
is given a book with lines representing that 
amount. Upon presentation of the book 
at any ticket office, the price of the ticket 
is torn from the book and a record of it 
mad» in the back of the book. Upon using 
nil the book, the purchaser, by presenting 
the cover, secures 4 rebate amounting to 
the difference between the gross and the 
net rate for the entire mileage traveled.

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“There is no doubt there are persons in 
the House who are enemies of mine,”’ 
sald Speaker Charles Kelley to the Post- 
Dispatch Wednesday afternoon. “But I 
do net look upon the practical defeat of 17 
public improvement bills as a personal re- 
buke to me. Of course, it is clear that 
there is a strong effort on foot for a reorga- 
nization of the House, and I have no doubt 
it will be brought about. But the motive 
that brought about last night's action is a 
motive of personal benefit. 

“The bills that are practically killed, un- 
less reconsidered, are no more measures 
favored by me as speaker than they wuuld 
have been favored by me as an humble 
member of the House. 

My record is as clear on all public im- 
provements bills. I have voted for them 
in every instance. Sometimes threats have 
been made by property owners, but I have 
said I shall vote for the improvements. 
The real truth about this business is as I 
had said, personal interests. 

“Sweeney says the people 
are protesting against these improvement 
bills. What do the people of the Ashley 
block care about the improvement of Tower 
Grove avenue? I'll tell vou where the per- 
sonal interest of some of the opponents 
of the bills comes in. The Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements has made a provision 
that lets in rock asphalt for all aspnalt 
improvements. There is no _ objection 
against asphalt. There was no objection 
in the committee to any of these improve- 
ments. Not a vote was recorded against 
them. But here is the rub. All bills be- 
fore providing for asphalt have provided for 
Trinidad asphalt.

The 
world should rise to put a stop to this 
slaughter of women and children.

The total num- 
ber of prisoners is 135."’

REMNANT OF CIVIC PRIDE. 


MUNICIPAL VOTERS’ LEAGUE. 


Rev. Frank Crane Urges the Opening 
of Churches for Political 
Meetings. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAG<S, March 26.—The near approach 
of an aldermanic election has again brought 
on a spasm of civic righteousness in Chi- 
cago. Under the guidance of the Muncipa! 
Voters’ League, an organization which 
stands for clean local government, many 
prominent citizens, together with a num- 
ber of clergy, have entered = actively 
into the campaign, with the avowed pur- 
pose of retiring to private life the most 
flagrant offenders against decent govern- 
ment in the City Hall. 

Among the recruits in the battle to be 
waged at close quarters against the repre- 
sentatives of the unclean element in city 
politics are John Maynard Harlan, John 
Baton Payne and the Rev. Frank Crane. 

The latter is urging the opening of every 
church in the downtown district for poli- 
tical meetings in the interest of honest pol- 
itice. Against Alderman John Coughlin, 
familiarly known as ‘“‘Rath Honse John,” 
the full force of this campaign of civic vir- 
tue will be directed. In Coughlin’s district 
the First ward, large mass meetings are 
being held, and every means known in polil- 
tics are being employed to substitute David 
lL. Frank for “Bath House” in the City 
Council. 

The First ward is the star lodging house 
balliwick of the city, and the usual work 


of colonization has been going on. The 
Municipal Voters’ League has been investi- 
gating this phase of the situation with un- 
usual care, and the disclosures have been 
startling. More than four thousand names 
of “repeaters” have already been stricken 
from the First ward registration rolls. and 
wholesale prosecutions of persons charged 
with fraud in connection with the registra- 
tion and revision are contemplated by the 
league. 

In one precinct of the First ward 451 sus- 
pect notices were sent out, and of these 
cases only 14 persons qualified, clearly re- 
vealing the extent of the frauds proposed 
in the coming election. The big cuts al- 
ready made in the registration lists lead the 
reformers to believe that thev are about 
to accomplish the downfall of Alderman 
Coughlin, which would generally be looked 
upon as the most important step that could 
be made by Chicago in the direction of 
honest government. The fight of the league 
is also being carried into other wards, 
and it {is thought that several other noted 
gangsters are slated for retirement. 

The Chicago City Council from now on 
will have its hands full dealing with the 
traction problem. Notice has been served 
on the traction companies that it is time 
for them to enter into negotiations for the 
renewal of their franchises, which are soon 
to expire. In case of failure or refusal to 
respond to tho invitation by June 16, out- 
side capitalists are to be informed that 
the city has valuable transportation privi- 
leges to dispose of.

The law was re- 
enacted in 1892 under the administration of 
President Harrison, and the following year 
the Democrats again carried the country. 
In neither case was the Chinese exclusion 
law an issue, but some of the Republican 
leaders have pointed out this fact to some 
of the labor representatives who have come 
on here and have laid stress on the coincl- 
dence. 

The present law expires May 5, 1992, abso- 
lutely by limitation. It must be re-enacted 
in some shape and signed by the President 
within six weeks from today or the China- 
men can come into this country, and once 
here could not well be put out. 

If the treaty and the law expires at the 
Same time, it is said, China would be dis- 
posed to make a more favorable new 
treaty in the hope of securing concessions 
from Congress. This is the thing some of 
the labor leaders wish to avoid, and they 
are particularly insistant that the exclusion 
laws shall overlap the treaty, so that the 
desire to secure trade in China shall not 
be made an excuse for the introduction of 
coolie labor into the United States.

NEW YORK, March 26.—To prevent, 
possible, the threatened strike of between 
100,000 and 200,000 miners in the anthracite
